the number is Col. Myron T. Herrick. 
Col. Herrick was born in Huntington, 
Lorain county, O., on Oct. 9, 3854. He 
is an American through and through, 
both of his great-grandfathers having 
served in the war of the revolution, 
his grandfather, Timothy R. Herrick, 
was one of the pioneers of 
Lorain 


county, where he camo in 1837 to oc- 
cupy a gram of land given him for his 
services in the war of 1812. 


Timothy R. Herrick, Col. Herrick's 


father, inherited tne land and Col. 
Herrick's boyhood was that of 
the 


•ordinary farmer's son. 


He says that he got his first in- 


centive to go to college from Henry 
Ward 
Beecher's 
novel "Norwood." 


He read there of the young man who 
•worked his way through college and 
'the story of his struggles and of the 
commencement exercises, impressed 
his boyish mind very deeply. 


He thought he would like to go to 


college too and work his own way as 
had that other boy in the story. 


COLLEGE LIFE. 


His first taste of college life came 


when he was thirteen. The memory 
of that commencement described in 
the book lingered in his mind and he 
wanted to see one like it. 
So he 


succeeded in borrowing one of 
the 


farm horses and started out to ride 


• to Oberlin, to see the commencement 


1 exercises there. He tied his horse in 
the woods, gave him his dinner 
and 


walked on to see the wonderful cere- 
monies of which he had thought 
so 


much. The lad was not disappointed 
and from that time he made up his 
mind not only that he would like to 
go to college, but that he intended 
to do it. 


He was absolutely ignorant of the 


preparatory work necessary, but he 
'set himself to discover it. 
He 
had 


attended the district school at Hun- 
tington. 
He went to 
(he 
Union 


schools at Wellington. 
It is a law 


that until a boy reaches the age of 
twenty-one his father is entitled 
to 


his time. He had heard the 
other 


boys talk of "working out their time" 
often enough. He went to his father 
and asked to be allowed to leave his 
home and work his way through col- 
lege. His father did not think 
he 


really meant it and refused. But he 
understood things more clearly when 
his son went away. 


He went first to the 
preparatory 


school at Oberlin. 
He sawed wood 


and did all sorts of odd jobs in order 
to pay his way. In the summer time 
he did farm work, though not on his 
father's farm. He went back home 
later but not then. 


SOLD DINNER BELLS. 


It was at this time that he sold din- 


ner bells to the farmers. He made 
quite a good thing out of his bells. 
They were the big kind 
'farmers 


used to hang outside to 
call 
the 


"hands" to dinner and Mr. Herrick 
was very successful in his sales. He 
bought an old span 
of horses and 


drove around the country with 
his

He organized the Cleve 
land Hardware company, in which h 
is still interested, and the Nationa 
Carbon company. He became inter 
ested in the 
American Cereal com 


pany of Akron, and also opened his 
railway connections 
through which 


he has done much for the railway in 
terests of the state. 
He organized 


the Euclid Avenue national bank in 
1886, 
becoming one of the directors 


but it was in September of that same 
year that he took one-df the decisive 
steps of his life, by accepting 
the 


post of secretary and treasurer 
of 


the Society for Savings. 
The salary 


offered him was less than he 
was 


making from his law practice, but he 
had many other interests, and 
he 


liked the work of the bank. 


That the move was a wise one was

Stephen Johnson at Piqua, Sat- 


urday. 
Johnson was the Greenback 


candidate for governor in 
Ohio 
in 


1877, although it was then known as 
the National party.

The convention tnat 
nominated 


Johnson was held in Columbus, June 
6, and the organization was made up 
of greenbackers and workingmen. It 
had but a brief existence and was the 
next year succeeded by the National 
Greenback Labor party that nominat- 
ed Hon. Andrew Roy, as its candidate 
for secretary of state. Johnson toured 
the state m 1877, and polled 16,912 
votes besides electing three National 
members of the house. That was the 
year Hon. R. M. Bishop efeated Hon 
W H West for governor 
and the 


nomination of Johnson was made pos- 
sible by the inopportune speech of 
West, when accepting the nomination 
at the Cleveland convention that year. 
Johnson dropped out of politics after 
that campaign.

Section 4—That the clerk is hereby 


directed to certify the above levies 
to the auditor of Coshocton county, to 
be placed on the tax list and collected 
according to law. 


Section 5—This 
ordinance

take effect and be in force from and 
after the earliest period allowed by 
law.

So Says Father Henry 


Chadwick •:• Baseball 
History Proves Him 
Right •:• Currie of St. 
Louis •;* Van Haltren 
and Other "Vets." 


That sensible and logical veteran 


baseball writer, Father Henry Chad- 
wick, reasons well with, figures when 
he discusses the game. Mr. Chadwick 
believes that many clubs ruin chances 
for a better position in pennant races 
because of the fact that they use too 
many pitchers. 
This fact was con- 


spicuously apparent in the National 
rho American leagues last season, 
whose sixteen clubs aggregated no 
less than 170 pitchers, an average of 
eleven pitchers to a club, and yet not 
over four pitchers of each club's corps 
took part in more than ten games of 
the club's season. It was the same in 
1001, but not to such an extent as last 
year. 


In 1902 the Pittsburg team won the 


pennant with a corps of but five pitch- 
ers, as the leading five men pitched in 
an aggregate of ninety-nine' victories 
out of the 103 recorded. 
So that prac- 


tically those of the Pittsburg pitching 


defeats, these three pitching in* an ag- 
gregate of sixty-four victories out of 
the reason's fetal of seventy -seven. 
Pat the wont showing of an Amer- 
ican league club's pitching corps was 
that of the Cleveland club, wnoee pitch- 
ing corpe numbered twenty In all. 
eighteen of whom pitched in victories 
or defeats and two others in parts of 
games. Three of the eighteen pitched 
in more defeats than victories, and six 
did not pitch la a single victory. 


Clarence Currie, betted known as the 


"Midget," is on* of the -reel things" 
of the St. Loul* Nationals. Currte Is 
pitching a star game, and. In fact. h*i 
been doing so rrer since be graduated 
from minor league company. 


Cuirle is one of the young men of 


the national game, but that does not 
seem to make him any the less reliable, 
and he has made several highly cred- 
itable strike out records. In a recent 
game with Chicago he retired eleven 
men to the bench._

It is a remarkable sight to see the 


great game now being put up by some 
of the' men who have been in baseball 
for more than a decade. 
The "fans" 


are prone to refer to such men as 
George Van Haltren of the New York 
Nationals, Jake Beckley of Joe Kelley's 
Cincinnati Reds and Herman Long as 
"old timers," but, as the funny man 
says, "far be it from so." These play- 
ers are hitting the ball heavily, and 
their field work suffers little by com- 
paJrison with the best of the younger 
generation.

And, by the way, there was an Impor- 
tant difference between the working of 
the two champion teams of the two 
leagues, and that was that the pitch* 
ing corps of the Plttsbnrg club virtu- 
ally won the pennant for the club, 
while the success of the Athletics was 
mainly due to the remarkable team 
work done by the field rapport of tbe 
pitching corps.

of a large pitching corps was shown in
